So-ooncorned were 
the authorities that they fired the typhoon 
signals three times (nine guns in all. This 
way about nine o'clock at night, and short-

Most of tho shipping had been tat fealy, 
for heavy wenther but nevertheless there 
was anxiety on most craftand damage dono 
on many, Sevoral junky sank, but what 
loss of Jife, if thero was any, has not yot |* 
heen reported, 

Tho new. bunding gustinined severe dan 
age, a considerable amount of it. being | 
‘washed away. “Tilo Praya Grando, a8 
usual, suffered heavily and many housesin 
tho’ Colony were -badly treated. Tt is 
teported that two ur three collapsed but 
no dolinite nows on this head could bo 
obtuined locally. Matsheds were rased to 
the ground, and trees. were damaged or 
uprooted, 

Tho electric light power station is report- 
ed to Inve beon damnged te such an,extent, 
that fall power could not be supplied on 
Saturday night, one of the dynamos being 
injured and many of the linos wrecked. - 

At the School House, Calenda do Gombon, 
Macao, the baromoter registered as low as 
29,14 at 5.15 am. All the windows 
of tho residence of tho Headmaster My 
RK. Alymer-Coatcs were smashed, the 
house completely flooded, and ‘every- 
thingintho bedroom, dressing-room und din- 
ingroom, practically destroyed, At 5.10.0.m; 
the wind became so furious and the house 
so trombled, that it was nocessisry for the 
occupants to move downstairs for safety. 
Mr Coates was scarcely out of the room, 
carrying a mattress in his arms, when the 
large bed-room window was blown out and 
curried up the atroet about 40 feet, . frame, 
shutters and all being dashed to- pieces, 
Uwing-+tothe mosquito notand covor acting 
as a balloon, the cot previously occupied 
by Mrs Coates was thrown against the 
window, boing only-savod from the stroct 
by reason of its great longth. Tho Baro- 
metex remained steady until a quarter to 
six, and then rose;~point by point, until 
12 noon on the. 14th mies it stood at 20,49 
inches, 

In the Chinese patt of the city two 
houses were blown down, killing four.men 
and ‘disabling six. Whoreover buildings 
were iu process of construction, not a stick 
of the scaffolding or an atom of the mat- 
ting remained intact,

DAMAGE IN HONGKONG. 


The loss of life occasiuned by the storm 
was not heavy, though it is considercd that 
over adozon Chinese have beon drowned, At 
Hunghom Bay five Chinese are reported to 
he missing. They were'on cement lighters 
which sank during the storm, and it. is 
probable that they have beon drowned, * 


At Causeway Bay a woman lost hor life. 
She had gained tho shelter of the typhoon 
anchorago snd had mooted hor : sampan 
closo to whore the aonllah’ from the 
hills entered the harbour. During ‘Friday 
night the sanipan began to drag from the 
mooring and the woman got up'to make 
her ernft safe. The occupant of an adjoining, 
sampan saw the woman walking about and 
fpoke.to her at about 4a.m. on Saturday 
morning and two hours later he was 
awakened by the sound of a lad. erying. 


Seeing that tho noise emanated from the 
sampan close’ by ho asked’ the boy what 
was the matter. and was. informed that the 
boy's mother had disappeared.
